Governor Cleveland’s Letter In- 
dorsed by Democratic Statesmen, 


- 


They Believe That the Party Can Well Af 
ford to Stand by the Civil Service Reform 
Rules—Still That Does Not Argue That 
There Will be No Changes in Officers. 


The letter of President-elect Cleveland on the 
subject of CivibService reform, while it has afford- 
ed many grains of comfort to the occupants of 
subordinate Federal positions, has not in acor- 


responding degree depressed Democratic 
statesmen. On the contrary, it 
seems to have had tbe paradoxical 


effect of delighting both the ins and the outs. The 
aspirants for federal cierkships and deputyships 
who have been thus far met have found a way of 
construing the document as very favorable to thelr 
interests. They think there is nothing in the letter 
which will prevent a pretty genera) clearing-out of 
the offices here and elsewhere. Among the Demo- 
cratic politicians the same idea prevails. 

“I think the letter was an admirable one,” said 
Harry G. Keevil, chairman of the City Democratic 
Committee, this morning. 

“You favor Civil Service reform, then?” 

“Yes, in its true sense.“ 

“and you think all of the present subordinate 
Federal offle als should be retained!“ 

“I didn’t say so. My idea is this: President 
Cleveland in that letter gives us a guarantee 
that the heads of departments who have been pros- 
tituting their offices to political ends will be re- 
moved. beyond all question. Weill, if he snaps the 
heads off of all that class, there won't be any 
trouble about the balance. Once we get the right 


kind of heads to the departments, 
the rest goes without saying. Mr. 
Cleveland, when, be holds the head of a de - 


ment responsible for the administration 
affairs, would not be so unreasonable as to

Correct Customs in Making 
New Year’s Calls. 


Observafces Which Must be Followed to 
the Letter—The Costume for the Day— 
Hints as to Refreshments—Novel Styles in 
New Year’s Cards. 


Now that the day is at hand when the society 
gentlemen call upon the society ladies and wish 
them a happy New Year, the importance of the 
etiquette observable upon the occasion looms up 
into vast proportions, and it becomes the duty of 
the newspaper to consult the highest authorities on 
the subject and give its readers the advantage of 
their knowledge and experience. With this object in 
view a Post-Dispatcn reporter was sent forth this 
morning to ascertain the views of about a dozen 


leading society gentlemen on the matter 
in question. The first gentleman 
called upon was Mr. Robert W. 


Goode, who, after having made a wealthy client 
happy with a clear demonstration that the outcome 
of his important money suit could not be otherwise 
than successful. drew his chair up to the steam- 
heater and, with the readiness of a Sidney Smith 
and the tact of a Chesterfied, solved the 5 
social problems which the reporter brought to 
attention.

“Each visitor ought to be introduced to all 
the ladies present, and ougiit to acknowledge the 
introduction, and say afew words. A call of this 
kind ought not to last over ten minutes, and it 
ought to be uuderstood that introductions of this 
kind have no lasting effect. It is not correct to call 
at any house uniess in company of a gentieman who 
is well received there. Even under such circum- 
stances the call does not entitle the stranger to a 
RIGHT TO REPEAT IT, 
or to recognition later by the ladies he has met, 
unless he is asked to repeat the call, or is first rec- 
ognized on the street by the ladies. Of all calls the 
most unsatisfactory are the rushing ones made by 
gentlemen, whose sole desire seems to be to make 
as large a number during the day as possible.”

There is, however, tais promising feature 
about the gloominess, that the worst has been seen. 
The statement that the decrease in the volume of 


trade this year, compared with last, is about 10 per 
cent is the most comprehensive representation of 
what has been done the past year. Although the 
restriction of business throughout the country has 
been worked in every department, 
the boot and shoe dealers have found that 
a great deal of their trade has been lost in Central 
and Soutuwestern Texas from the failure of the cot- 
ton crop, and the cattle dsease which has mate- 
rially reduced the price of cattle aud brought about 
a stringeucy in money, The condition of things in 
the South in 1884 has acted 4s a wet bianket on all 
enterprises that had for objects the discovery of 
new commercial territory.

The outlook for 1855 is for a fair business, 
but there is little prospect of a recovery from the 
shock the low prices have caused. With ail the 
tumbling of values, taere has been little reduction 
in the o.d figures ou the standard articles of the 
trade and tle large dealers point to that fact as an 
evidence of the rapidity with which their business 
will recuperate when the financial réaction 
does come, No adjusting of prices 
will be nevessary and it wiil 
prove no hard matter to prosecute more prosper- 
ous operations of the future from the old bases. 

The retail dealers are the least despondent of any. 
They say they come the nearest to 
baving strictly one price and people 
seidom inauige in extravagance in covering their 
feet. There is little change, in the necessities of 
this year froin those of last and consequently their 
comparisons with the trade of 1881 are not at, all 
discouraging. The summer and fail have been dry, 
and the winter has been cold so far, and those con- 
ditions wouid mate retail sales of shoes satisfactory 
even in the dullest times.
